First of all check up on this 
matter of household soaps. You 
know you can get gentle flakes , 
or soap granules that will do 


your washing and cleaning effi- 
ciently with a minimum of harm 
to your hands. To combat the 
weather wear gloves whenever 
you go out and exercise your 
hands to improve their circula- 
tion. To overcome the dryness 
caused by weather, water and 
liquid polishes, soak your nails in 
hot olive oil to prevent their 
leaking. 

You can keep your fingernails 
fairly long with safety—even in 
the winter if you try this trick 
several times during the week. If 
you type a lot or play the piano 
make this soaking « regular 
beauty rite the year around. Also, 
after your manicure, work the 
cuticles back gently and apply a 
cuticle oll with your orange stick 
wrapped in cotton. Do you know 
the lovely ruby-colored oil that 
smells poignantly of rose petals? 
It's the nicest thing I know for 
keeping your nails lovely but a 
hitle of your nourishing cream 
worked into your fingertips and 
ayvound your nails will also keep 
the cuticles soft and the nails 
fiexible,. 

You can keep your liquid polish 
intact and nice looking from one 
weekly manicure to the next by 
ohserving the simple trick of 
having the nails perfectly clean 
and free from oil, cream or soap, 
when you are applying the poligh. 

Always use a cuticle oil sor 
neurishing cream after applying 
the liquid ‘polish. If your ‘nails 
tend to be a little rough or to 
hase ridges.on them, always buff 
them -vigorously with a powder 
polish before applying the liquid. 
And always remember to use an 
emery board for filing brittle 
nwis. The operation takes longer 
but there-is less danger of break- 
ing or splitting. 

Finish the hands so they are 
velvety smooth and white and 
lovely with a special hand cream 
or lotion. For evening women 
frequently finish their arms and 
hands with foundation or van- 
ishing cream and ‘a light dusting 
of spowder, but this is to be 
avoided if your hands are very 
plump or otherwise unattractive.

After the war, Stanley became 
aMiliated with his unele, Lord 
Charles Montague, one of Eng- 
lend’s wealthiest financiers. He 
also became an attorney. He has 
risen high in the ranks of Eng- 
lund’s young Conservatives who 
stand for modern reforms in in- 
austry and education.
